the little red flowers were made 
by disabled veterans of both world 
ars working under supervision of 
the Poppy Department of the Aux- 
iliary. - 


"Making these flowers has pro- 


vided interesting employment for 
veterans at the hospital all during 
the winter and spring 
months," 


explained Mrs. McCloughan, Poppy 
Cnairman of the Auxiliary Unit. "It 
has helped keep their hands and 
minds busy, relieving them of long 
hours of tedium and contributing 
its occupational therapy, value to- 
ward their recovery. 
"Poppy making has given these 


veterans the encouraging experi- 
ence of being able to earn money 
again, often after many months of 
idleness. 
They are paid by the 


Auxiliary for each poppy they maKe 
and are able 
to earn 
helpful 
amounts'during the poppy-making 
season. 


"Much of the money is 
sent 


home by the veterans to help sup- 
port their wives and children, who 
often have a difficult time when 
the veterans require 
hosp:i«;liza- 
tion and arc unable t. 
vovk for 


long periods. It gives the veterans 
a decided lift in morale when they 
are able to send something to laeir 
ic-.milios. Those without depend- 
ents use the money to create a 
nest egg for themselves against the 
day wnen they leave the hospitals 
and endeavor to re-establish them- 
selves in life. 


"The poppies are fashioned by 


hand, veterans working 
in then- 
beds, in wheel chairs or in occu- 
pational therapy shops.

New Delhi, May 25. —(UPj — A 


plump, unspectacular man with an 
owlish face and bulging eyes will 
go on trial tomorrow /or the assas- 
sination of Mohandas K. Gandhi. 


The man who fired three bullets 


point blank at Gandhi nearly four 
months ago is Nathuram Vinayake 
Godse. He is the main one of the 
eight charged with the conspiracy 
which felled the 
Indian spiritual 
leader. All will be tried jointly. 
The trial was expected to last for 


months. If Godse is found guilty, 
he probably will be hanged. But 
many believe a tenet of Gandhi •«- 
that violence should go unpunished 
—will prevail in the. end. 


Godse, 25, a high caste Brahmin, 


was flown here from Bombay yes- 
terday for the 
trial. 
For 
some 


weeks after the assassination 
he 
was kept in a small cell at 
the 


New Delhi police station. It was 
darkened with curtains to prevent 
even the armed guards from star- 
ing at the brooding fanatic. 
From New Delhi he was spirited 
to Bombay, where he was ques- 
tioned time and again by 
police. 


Ever since they first 
began 
the 


interrogation he was talking free- 
ly, pouring out lists of those with 
whom he associated in the miltant 
Hndu organzaton Mahasablia. 
"I have a mission," ho said over 


and over in his high pitched voice. 
"I do not regret what I have done."

A deformed child requires 
a 


great deal of adjusting on lhe part 
of lhe family.

Jewish 
Palestine—Israel- 
there are about 100,000 Jews and 
395,000 Arabs. 


In 
all 
Palestine—Jewish and 
Arab combined—there are 1,299 000 
Arabs and 710,000 Jews. 
. But—there are 33,000,000 
Arabs 


in the seven Arab states surround- 
ing Palestine: 
Lebanon, 
Syria 


Iraq, Trans-Jordan, Saudi Arabia 
Egypt, and Yemen. 


On May 15—the day the British 
gave up their mandate on Pales- 
tine the Jews set up the republic 
of Israel—all the Arab states ex- 
cept Yemen started an attack on 
thc Jews in Palestine. This is how 
thc attack went: 


From the North—Syria, Iraq and 
Lebanon attacked with about 
9 - 


000 troops; from the South—Egypt 
and Saudi 
Arabia 
moved 
with 
about 6,000 troops; and from the 
East—Trans-Jordan struck at Jer- 
usalem with 8,500 troops. 


In addition, perhaps 10,000 poorly 


organized Arabs within Arab Pal- 
estine began fighting. So that's a 
total of about 35,500 Arabs attack- 
ing the Jews. 


What of the Jews? What's the 


size of their fighting 
force. It's 
about twice the size of the present 
force of Arabs attacking them. 
The 
Jews 
have 
about 
85,000 
troops, all part of the Jewish fight- 
ing force called Haganah. 


So far only parts of 
Haganah 
have gone into action. But what 
of the success the Arabs have had 
in crushing Jewish resistance 
in 
Jerusalem? 


That's been a limited 
success. 


As noted, Jerusalem is deep with- 
in the Arab part of Palestine.
